I know 
some will say: '.Attack the main cause of 
trouble, the o.^iatonce of decuniposing 
matters in sewers.' So we should; but 
there still remain ^asos in sewcra, and 
tho queation now before »s ia. What shidl 
we do with tlieui ? 'I'he numeruus defocla 
to bo met v.iili ill iuHiao plumbing, and 
the means for preventiug sewer gases 
from passing into our abodes through the 
drain connections have a very important 
relation to our subject, but I do not in- 
tend to tako them up at thu present time, 
for it will be readil}' admitted by all that, 
as far 113 the iiiterinra of our houses are 
concerned, the plan which should be 
adopted la that which will secure tho 
greatest immunity from tho presence in 
drains inside of houses of no.\.ious yaaea 
in concentrated form. Let us then ad- 
dress ourselves to the consideration of tho 
(juoatiiiii, whether aewer leases should be 
discliarged at the level of the road bed 
or into the air above tho roofs of the 
houses. I do nut think it will be neces 
sary to spend time in impressing upon 
such an as3embla[»o as thia the fact that to 
inhale the gasQi iUa contoiita of aewera is 
not conducive to health. Even if the 
Ryateni of sewerage be so well conducted 
that tho sewage is removed from it 
(changed) every twenty four hours, I do 
nut thiuic we can say there is no danf{er 
from inhalation of gases from the excre- 
luentitiuua prudnota and washings of per- 
bona ill with iiifeclious diseases. I may, 
however, call to the attention of aoiiio 
who may not have noticed it, a report by 
Mr. Sedgwick iSaundera, piibliahed some 
time ago in The Lancet. He attributes tu 
sewer gas arising from the ventilators in 
the road-bed in some of the narrow streets 
of London casea of typhoid fever and acre 
throat and he suggests an abatemont of 
tho evil by the closing of the street venti- 
lating gratings entirely, and the erection 
of upright shafts, six inches in diameter, 
to be carried above the roofs of tlio ad- 
jacent Ihouses, " I am sure it haa oc- 
curred to many of us to notice the dia- 
aj;recablo odours that sametiniea uriaefroin 
the street gratings or from tlio unsealed 
traps of gullies. Sometimes, too, we are 
more than usually impressed with the 
reality of the exhalation of sewer gas by 
the sight of columns of vapour arising 
from these gratings and gnllies and rend- 
ered more visible by the condition of tho 
ntino.Hphere on a cold, djiinp day; but we 
should bear in mind that gases proceed 
from the sowers even when they are not 
apparent to sight or smell, and that they 
are often accompanied by germs. Some 
speak of the [jhicing of charcoal traps in 
tho ventilators as a auflicient safeguard. 
IDvon wore the charcoal constantly dry, 
sewer gas at times makes its exit too rap- 
idly for the ohareeal to exert any aotinn 
upon it. So that, however uaoful an ad- 
junol charcoal may be, it cannot be con 
Hidered a preventive to tho injurious ef- 
fects of sewer gaa. But even wore thoro 
no objection to the method of ventilating 
by gratings in the road-bed it is not to be 
relied upon in winter time. The gratings 
become clogged or closed by ice and frozen 
imid. Hence its acems to me that the 
principle which i.i now being advif,«d and 
adopted by leading .-ian itariaiis and arclii- 
tecta for tho safety of tho individual 
householder in regard to liia houao drain, 
ought to bo advised and adopted by sani- 
tarians and engineers for the safety of the 
whole community in regard to tho street 
sowora. A four inch pipo alioiild bo car- 
ried from every house drain (near where 
it oiitora the aewer) tfj the roof of the 
house which the drain ia iiitonded to 
servo, and should di.Hcliarge the sower gas 
at a.suHicient distance from all cliiinneys, 
windows, doors, or other upuninga into 
the house. Between this pi|)o and the 
sewer no trapslnjiiUl iiilervoiie. It would, 
in iny opinion, be better to have a trap 
betweoii the pipe and the house, provided 
that, in addition to the extension upward 
of tho soil !)i[)u, thoro ia another four inch 
pipo forming a counter opening tind alio w- 
ing a current uf air to circulate freely 
through tlie house drain and its cennec- 
tions and vents. ' A diagram bore oluci- 
datea the te.\t. There are in all three pipes 
extending above the roof of tho house; (1) 
the soil pipo; (2) the ventilating pipe (on 
the outside of the house and making a 
turn on reaching the ground so as to enter 
the honae drain at a .abort distance from 
where the latter enters thu aew«r), and (3) 
another ventilator running down tho side 
of the house and directly entering the 
drain, lietwuen the entrance of the first 
and second ventilators is stationed the 
trap in tho house drain. 

This plan for sewer ventilation secma 
to be <jne of tho moat aonaiblo over ad- 
vanced and as we are to begin our sower 
construction free from all iiiipediinent of 
olil works we onglit to make thia princi - 
|)lti of vcntilaliuij one of uur chief consid- 



erations. Those who are now buililmg 
houses, or who contemplate building, 
will bo acting foolialily if they do not pio- 
vido their houses with thorough plumbing 
BO that they will derive full benefit from 
improved city drainage; and one of the 
wisest prociutiont against sewi»r gas, both 
in the public and private sewerage, is to 
carry ventilators above tho roofs of the 
houses. 



A fEJtSUKAL rROl'Elt'L'Y TAX. 

In a previous issue it was pointed out 
that as the provincial government already 
levied a tax on personal property in this 
muuioipality the iinpoaition of a siuiilar 
tax by the municipality should be resisted 
by the ratepayers; It was also stated that 
tho municipalities act did not confer on 
tho city the power to levy a tax of that 
description. Thia atatemeiit our esteemed 
morning contemporary nicots with copious 
(piotationa from tho act on tho subject and 
then deularea that his sehoinu for shifting 
the responsibility of sustaining the city 
government from tho shoulders of absentee 
landlords and thu ownera of tenement 
property in Chinatown to those uf *,hu 
poorer class of the coininunity is support- 
ed by the act. In the face of the limi- 
tations and the bumptious declaration 
wo reply that thu act does not confer the 
puwerolaimed. It is even doubtful if the 
legislature intended to convey the power, 
because in every inatanco save that of 
personal property the ta.x ia limited. In 
the case of personal property there i.s no 
limit whatsoever. The niaxiaiuiii asue.-ia' 
ment of realestato ia lixed iit l\ per cent. 
The maximum sum to be paid by bankers, 
auctioneers, liquor dealers, wholesale and 
retail traders, hawkers and peddlers, 
pawnbrokers, livery stable keep- 
ers, etc., is li.Kud; but thu rate 
to bo levied on porsotial property is 
nowhere provided for. According to tho 
reading of our contemporary the mayor 
and council may impose any rate they aoe 
lit — say ten per cent. — on the valuo <jf 
every citizen's furniture, carriage, horse, 
cow, tools, etc., el',". ISut lour 3ucce.-(sivu 
councils have refused to exercise the 
power believing that it was not vested in 
them. We have legal authority for the 
aaaertiuii that the failure of tho act to 
limit the tax is fatal to its imposition, and 
that any attempt to force it on the people 
would bo successfully resisted in tho an 
pronie court. We believe, thai the sources 
I'roui which a municipal revenue may be 
drawn are amplu for all legitiin.itc pur- 
poses; and that a revision of the real 
eatale roll will make absentee landlords 
liko .Joaeph Brothora, W. 11. Oliver and 
otliera of their ilk, ami the owikms I'f 
tumble down shanties in Chiiiiitown, cua- 
ti ibuto a fair share towards thu loveniii' 
without calliiii; on tho poor man t.ii ('.oi 
tribute from his alendur lueuna a tax lui 
the value of his personal property, or 
compelling the merchant or inanufacturei 
to paj' on his stuck of goods or niachiiiery 
and toola. To this oKJOient no caiidi 
date haa come forward as tho supporter of 
a personal property tax, and it is earnestly 
to be hoped that should any do so they 
will suffer a signal defeat.

Riitopayers slmuld bo up mid doing at 
this oi'iaia. It is iimru than su.spectcd 
thnt the rcfiiaul of tliu mayur to locoivL' 
back tlio corpornte acal is part of a dia- 
bolical sohoine on hi? and othorn' part to 
prevent an election beiiii; hold on tho 
12tl) pix>xiaio, and thus tlirow iho afi'airs 
of thu city into a state of cliaos and con- 
fusion. Tiio act requires that tho coun- 
cil should ill Ducembor "arrans^e for tho 
holding of the oomiiifj election." This 
the council has done by paa3iii>{ a bylaw. 
But another clause requires that every 
bylaw shall havo the coiporate seal at- 
taciied, Tho Hoal beiii^' in tho hands of 
tho ratepayers, who paid the aheri/i' out 
of iho city hail, cannot he attiichod to tho 
bylaw to royulato tho election which was 
passed on Friday niyht, uiilea.s tho seal ia 
first surrendered to iho'city. In the uvent 
of tho city not bein^ placed in possessiun 
of tho seal before tlio r.xpiration of tho 
current month, can an election be hold ( 
Tho mayor, it ia believed, is of opinion 
that it cannot, and that the corporation 
being a "continuing" one (under tho act) 
the present ofticers will hold power until 
their successors can be lof^idly elected. It 
is hoped and believed that it will be 
shown that for the regulation of an elec- 
tion no bylaw ia i!oco.ssary, and that tho 
more passage of roaolutioiia rej^iilating an 
election ia all that is necessary. (See 
Section 27, Municipalities Act, 18^1 .) 

If may turn out that the mayor is right 
in his position, and that tho lawyers are 
wrong; but tho situation is a aorioua one, 
and'cannot be too widely discussed until 
a solution has been had. So great a 
calamity as the present mayor and coun- 
oillara holding over can scarcely be re- 
garded with equanimity.

The winter of 18Cl-'02 w.is a memor- 
able one on the Pacific Coast. The quan- 
tity of snow that foil in Oregon, Wnsh- 
ingtoii Territory and British Columbia 
was unprecedented. Colnmhia river was 
frozen for two months. Fr iaer river vias 
elnaed on tho 0th Januiirv and rein iiiicd 
80 until the 10th of .^pril, 18(i2, Tho 
snow was not off tho trails and roads lead- 
ing to the then iiowly discovered mines of 
Cariboo until Juno. There was good 
• leiglunjj in and about Victoria for six 
weeks after a January snowatorn which 
raged for 28 hours and obliterated land- 
marks, streets and roads. Fanning' waa 
then in its infancy on the i.-ilanc! and 
nearly all tho stock fell victims to a .sear- 
city of foddor. Catthi, horses and sheep 
suffered in like proportion. Hay rosi! to 
S50 a ton and oats could not be had .at any 
price, Ouliforiiia having suflered fnan 
floods which swept awiiy moat of the gran- 
aries ill Sacramento valhiv unil llnoded 
Sacramento and many othijr towns of note 
and importance. As in tho present year 
the winter set in early in December; a 
thaw took place about the l.st of the year 
and on tho 5lh of J.inuary a hard frost 
began, tho elfecta of which were over in 
March on tho Island, but were felt in tlio 
interior until Juno. Since 1862 the Pa- 
cific coast winters have been always mild.

Some twenty years ago one of the 

laPLiest stei'm sawmills on tho Pacific coast 
was in operation huro, aud judging from 
tho oxtoiisive logging camps whicl; may bu 
soon to day in every direction, there must 
havo been iuimenso quantities of lumber 
I'lianufacturiid, whicli, I am told, was 
shipped in large vessels to various parts of 
the world. In those days Alberni must 
havo presented ii lively ncene; but un- 
fortunutely there is nothing left of t.'iat 
enterprise to-day save the old auudco 
stack in ruina and some of the charred re- 
maina of tho wharves which Were all de- 
stroyed by tire some years ago. Tho 
splendid mill was shut down, the hands 
diacharged and but one or two remained 
to tell tho taU of days gone by. Since 
I the closing of the mill up to last summer 
I little or no progreas has boon midu in tho 
j aettlement. There wore but four or live 
I settlers who came huro and remained; but 
thia your has brought with it a new era uf 
prosperity. Settlers have been coming in, 
iitid with few exceptions have been 
i]nitu satisfied with the land and situation 
and havo taken up claims whish they are 
now improving. 

The immigrant guide, Mr. llal|)enny, has 
paid us fre([uent viails this fall, and every 
trip has added to the nuiul'or of our 
settlers. Tho government nuulo a good 
choice whoa Mr. U.ilpenny 's servieei were 
secured. He ia a man thoroughly ae- 
ijuaniled with his pack, ami will put him 
self to any amount of tnuiblo and hardship 
in order to find good locations for those 
who may cume with him. ■ 

AI.lll'.RM VAI.I.KV. 

It is aatonialiing liow little is known of 
the extent and capabilities of tins line 
valley for agricultural purposes. New 
I settlors who havo lately ai;ent scuno days 
I in hunling ai.d [irospecling have diacover- 
I ed hoe alder boltums and ma[ile groves 
] with open patches here and there, all of 
j which, if cleared, would make inagnihiieut 
I farms within easy access to the settle- 
inunt. It ia the prevailing opinion in this 
I country that outside of the hind men- 
tioned above there is nothing loft of any 
value for agricultural purposes. I think, 
Mr. Editor, tliat this is a very wrong idea. 
We hnvu hero a good deal of comparative- 
ly speaking level land, lightly timbered 
with small balsam and hr. The soil is a 
loose, rcdish clay of great depth, with 
from two to four inches uf a rich black 
surface; but because such land is rather 
more ex^jensivo to clear it is said to be 
worthless, 1 have seen in Canada im 
meiiso tracts of much inferior soil which 
when cleared aud brought into cultivation 
bccomo the homos of a thriving popu- 
lation. Coinfortublo homesteads, largo 
barns aud iuimenso Hocks of shoop are 
seen wiiore livcnty or thirty yeara ago 
thure was but a densu forest. 

A PRKDIOTION. 

I vontoro to predict that ero long tho 
whole of this land will bo taken up and 
clonred by a class of settlers who will 
ciniie from the east in search of a milder 
climaio and better returns for their labora. 
Industrious and uiiorgelic men will not 
meet with disappointment coining hero in 
these respects. A gotd farmer can 
make more money oil' I'O I'r -10 acres of 
gooil land here than he could iu tho east 
on one hundred, for the simple reason 
that he realizee double tho price fur any- 
thing he may produce with much less 
danger of failure in ciopa, and very niiieh 
less cost in raising slock on account of 
our short winter season. Wo feel conii 
dent that in tho course of another year wo 
ahall havo all tho available land occupied 
in Alberni. It is altogether probablu that 
.direct communication will be established 
with Victoria next .spring. Wo hope, 
then, to havo a monthly mail and a post- 
otlico. Wo havo about sovon miles of a 
road constructed last season which when 
completed will be a groat advantage to 
settlers. 

N13K1IFU1.. 

(Joe thing is very iiiuch needed, thai is 
a general survey of the whole valley into a 
township. Settlers wnuld then have no 
difficulty in solocting thoir locations, and 
would go on with thoir improvements wit h 
I ho assurance that there was no possible 
danger of losiiit; part (jf their iniprovo- 
moiits by any future alterations ever be- 
ing made to thoir boundarioa. This 
danger will exist until the lands are sur- 
veyed by the government. I am aatis- 
lied that the authorities at the capital will 
do all in thoir power shortly to remedy 
thia evil.

Thanks to tho prosniit govoriunoiit, the 
resources of this fine province havo beiai 
advertised, and tho conseipience has boon 
during tho last two years unusual pros- 
perity. It ia the opinion of many that 
there is a bright future in store for this 
province. Our lumbering and fishing in- 
dustries, which are still only partly de- 
velcjiied, our mineral wealth, the 
completion of that great transcontinutal 
route, the C. P. K. Ii.,and ournfild climate, 
all these attractions are sure to draw 
thousands of people to our shores, and we 
may look forward with confidence for atill 
better times. Alberni ia bound to havo ils 
share of thia future prosporty, and al- 
though now it is somewhat i.tolated the 
day may not be far distant when it shall 
become oiiu uf the principal distributing 
points on th.e island. 

The weather here has been unusually 
wet this fall. The streams and rivers 
have been very high; but of late it has be 
come dry and frosty, and tho waters are 
gradually receding to thoir summer lovul.

bi'gins with u refcriMice lo [)revious in- 
correct ])ro|)hecios as to the date of tho 
judgment, and explaiud the causes of 
the errors, The correct calculation is 
ilieii given, basyd U|)on the prophecy of 
Haggai (chapter ii, verses '21 and 22), 
that ill ■2,;iOO yeara from the fouiula- 
tiou of iho Tein])le tJo'd will shake the 
lii'iivens ami the eiirlli, and overthrow 
tl.e kingdoms. "The taking of the sacri- 
fice from the altar" — July 5, 71 — ia 
given as a -starting point, three and a 
half years, "the meaaurebf the worship- 
pers," being lirst addeil, wliicli give.s 
the d;i,te Jaiuuiry 5, 7"). The -190 vears 
which were "cut otl" friun the Jews aro 
then subtracted from the 'Ji^OO years 
leaving 1,810. This remainder is then 
added to the date already obtained, 
January 5, 75, giving as a result Jan- 
uary 5, 18S5, or, aecording to the Ad-\ 
vent system of calculaiion, January '1, 
ISST), ono day sooner, which tiate is 
therefore declared the Day of Judg- 
ment.

The factories of; Switzerland aro bound 
by a natioual factory law. Tliis legal iu- 
struDtent.was passed in 1877, in tUe fade 
of strenuous opposition oa the jiart of tlie 
3,000 factory owners. Some proprietors 
saw nothing 'to fear in the law, and even 
laifortd it; out toe great majority claimed 
that it %rould be futul to the Industrial 
interests of the country and fought it 
vigorously. At the ratifying ulc'ctiou 853,- 
000 voles were cast, a, majority of 10,000 
being in favor of the hiw. Soniewliat 
similar laws had u.xistud buforu iu singlo 
cantons, but this was the first general law. 
The priuoipal clause iu the law which gave 
olfvnso was one which recjuired factory em- 
ployers to make regular reports of all 
deaths occurring in their establishincnts, 
and of oil bodilv injuries received. These 
reports should he stibmitied to the local 
authorities, who would make duo investi- 
gation, an 1 in turn report to the olliccrs 
of the canton. In case the accident wa.i 
due to the carelessness of the injured per- 
son, or to some "visitation from Heaven, " 
that would end tlie matter. But In case 
the accident was the result of uusafc ma- 
chinery, or lack of proper precaiUious ou 
the ^larl of the factory owner, theurcspou- 
sibiluy would attach to/the latter. 

TJie second clause of the law in point of 
Importance is one constituting eleven 
hours as tlie nui.xinuim of a day's labor, 
except iu the busy season, when by spe- 
cial perinissiou of the local autlioritics au 
extension of this time may be secured. 
These hours must not begin earlier than 
o'clock in winter, and 5 o'clock in sum* 
mer, or end ktcr than 8 p. m. at any 
time. The eleven-hour's rule is a sort of 
comproniise. The workingmen's societies 
have always demanded a reduction to ten 
hours, hu'i twelve had been popularly in 
force until the adoption of the lunv rule, 
and not unfre(iuently all niglit service hud 
been exacted. It was thoui.rht that 
this clauso wonlil fatally de- 
crea.so the proiluction of fac- 
tories. Some owners now begin to 
admit that the dilTrteiice is very slight be- 
tween the production at present and that 
under the old twelve-hour rule. The labor- 
ers have niure strength and eiithtisiasni in 
the performance of their work. Some of 
the wcaving-liouscs that are run by steam 
have increased the speed of their engines 
slightly and thus make up for the dilTer- 
once. Uthcrs, which are worked by wa- 
ter-power, necessarily lose, but the loss is 
surprisingly slight. 

A very few unlls have voluntarily 
dropped to ten hours a day without nearly 
aa much loss as would be comuiBusurato 
with the ditlercnco iu lime. It was true 
that souic factories were literally killing 
their employes with overwork, and the 
change was sadly needed. The extra 
profit from after-dark labor hardly pays 
for the lights burned, hut It is hard to con- 
vince some ]>r(ipriclors of this. Komo 
spinning mills issue prizes for /the largest 
day's work, and thus fully o<!ual their old 
record uiuier the old twolve hour rule. 

A third very important re(|uireinent of 
the law provides that no children under 
14 years of age can be employed in a 
factory. Trior to the adojition of Iho 
uatioual law it had been customary to take 
toddling youngslers of 10 years, ur even 
less. Thi-i kejit the ehiki from school, 
■where ho belonged, and in delicate cases 
often wrought physical ruin. Of course 
this part of the law is peculiarly oj)en to 
evasion, it being for the interest of ndll- 
ownors and families alike to conceal the 
real ages of the children cini)loy(!d. 
Doubtless the retiuircmeut is much 
evaded; hut doubtless, also, very 
much good bos been accomplished 
ia ameliorating the condition of 
the'. ; factory children; for the 
evii is certuiuly much Im common. Some 
of the other requirements of th" bill are 
evaded Factory-owners will sometimes 
fail to report accideiUs out of fear for the 
consequences, b\il it is a .satisfaction to 
know that in such cases llic nearest rela- 
tive may have n^coiirsc to law for justice. 

One of the bencllcial olt'ecls of the law 
has been the Ktimulus which it has im- 
parted in the direction of accident precau- 
tions. Many little contrivances have been 
invented to lesson the dangers incurred by 
oixiratives. Among these are supporters 
for belts, self-closing elevator doors, en- 
closed saw devices, and various catch ar- 
rangements. A society has even been 
formed to prevent boiler explosions. 
The society has a fund obtained 
by the levying of a general ta.x, for 
the support of a hoard of olliccrs, whoso 
duty it is to nudce periodical visitations to 
the different locations represented iu the 
society, and inspect thoroughly the boilers 
and machinery. Many manufacturers 
have oven formed the practice of insuring 
their euipluycs in some good home com* 
l)any. 

Another law, calculated principally to 

keep children out of factoric's until they 
liave arrived at the i)roper age, is that 
which enforces attendance at school be- 
tween the ages of U and M years. This 
compulsory cdiiratlon system has done 
wonders to elevate the people of Switzer- 
land. The instaDces of men or women 
who can not both read and write are e.\- 
cccdingly rare. There is one teacher to 
every 487 ])ersons in the country. Tin; 
salaries of these teachers range from 
to $650 per annum.

A regulation of a remarkable nature has 
been nuide by the French postal authori- 
ties in regard to t he method of afHxing 

postage stamps to r(!gistere<i letters. The 
stamps are not to be placetl close together, 
but are to have a s|)ace between them. It 
is oxplaintd that when several stamjjs are 
placcil together they cover a .space sullici- 
ontlv large to allow of an opening being 
made for the withdrawal of a bank note. 
The stamps being replaced over the open- 
ing, the fraud could not be discovered 
until after the recipient had signed for his 
letter and opened it, when he would have 
no redress.

Procresi In Electrical Scleiieo. 

[Popular £>ciL'nco Monthly.] 
Perhaps we have arrived at that st.ago iu 
our study of electrir ity where our instru- 
meuta are too coarse to enable us to e.v- 
tcnd our investigation.s. Yet how delicate 
and etlicieut they are! Coniiiare the in- 
struments employed by Franklin, and 
even by Faraday, with those which are iu 
constant use to-day in our physical labora- 
tories. Franklin, "by the lUinost elfort of 
his imagination, could not conceive, prob- 
ably, of a mirror galvanometer that can 
detect the electrical action (jf a drop of 
distilled water on two so-called chenucally 
pure platinum plates, or of a machine 
that can develop from the feeble magnet- 
ism of the earth a current sulliciently 
strong to light the city of Hiiladelphiiu 

Let nim who wanders among the histor- 
ical instruments of many of our college 
collections stand before the immense fric- 
tional electrical machine of Franklin's 
day, or gaze upon the rude elcctroineter.s 
antl galvanometers of that time, and con- 
trast Franklin's machine with the small 
Toepler-lloltz electrical machine which, 
with u tenth of the size, gives a spark ten 
times as strong as Franklin's; or the elec- 
trometers and galvanometers of Faraday 
with the mirror-galvanometers and elec- 
trometers of Sir WUIiam Thompson. 

Yet, at the same time, let such an ob- 
server think of the possibilities of the 
ue.\t tifty years, for the advance of 
science is not in a simple proportion to tho 
time, and tho uc.xt lifty years will probably 
see a far greater advance than the 100 
years since the date of Franklin's elec- 
trical work have seen. Is not the state of 
our imagination like that of the shepherd 
boy who lies upon his back, looking tip at 
the slar.s of heaven, and trying to im- 
agine what is beyoi'.d the stars? The only 
conclusion is that there is something far 
more than we have over beheld.

The gorgeous dahlias which so brill- 
iantly ornament the gardens at this time, 
aud are so ell'cctively used in decorations, 
are of .Mexican origin. They were lirst 
introduced into Cierm.auy by Dahl; their 
name wils then "Hidens .Magnillca;" after- 
ward they were called dahlias, in honor of 
the man who found them. They wore, 
when discovered, quite single, having only 
one ray of petals alioiil a golden disc; the 
colors were scarlet, yellow aiul while, the 
latter being distinct from the others, hav- 
ing smaller llowcrs, and being of a dwarf 
habit, with leaves much diviiled and fern- 
like in character. The I higlish wen: I he 
first to attempt the doubling of the dahlia, 
which was prized by ro3'ally, and so 
jealously guarded that those iu charge of 
them were sworn to secrecy as to their 
cultivation; it was considered a great 
jirivilege even to see thi.-in growing. In a 
few years semidouble llowcrs appeared, 
and ultimatel}' the jierfect double dahlia 
was obtained, which sold for live L'uineiis 
a plant. One grower netted 2(i, 1)1)0 pounds 
sterling in two years from his crop.
